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One of the toughest problems of inter¬ 
planetary travel 1 b that of safe re¬ 
entry into the atmosphere, of protect¬ 
ing the satellite from air frlotlon 
whioh might burn it up. 

An important and unique contribution 
to this problem is being made in Can¬ 
ada by Prof. Gordon N. Patterson, at 
the Institute of Aerophyslos, Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto* At this lab, one of 
the few in the western world equipped 
to simulate high-altitude satellite 
flight at ground level—tea tB have been] 
conducted whioh may lead to control of 
the extremely hot gasses around a sa¬ 
tellite as it re-enters the atmosphere. 
Experiments here have shown that under 
very high speeds the gasses flowing 
around an object behave very much like 
a "plasma"—an ionized gas at high 
temperatures with tremendous powers of 
conducting heat and electricity* Under] 
these circumstances the gas flow oouldj 
be deflected by means of a magnetic 
field* If this proves feasible, on a 
larger scale, than already proven small 


to use electro-magnets to push baok the 
boundary layer of Incandescent air 
which normally threatens to burn up the 
satellite as it enters tho atmosphere* 
Magnetic fields could also be used to 
slov; down the satellite at this point 
and so reduce the amount of heat genera 
ted in the first instance*

Both other captains called Killian 
back to assure him he wasn't—they

The oaptain and co-pilot, John Dee of 
Nyaok, N.Y*, said thsylost the three 
strange objeots in the haze when they 
started their descent for landing at 
Metropolitan Airport while they were 
over Lake Erie* 


N*D* Puscas, 41, of 30835 Barton, Gar¬ 
den City, a passenger, told the Times 
that while he was no exponent of fly¬ 
ing saucers he saw the strange objects 
"dancing in the sky." 

Puscas, general manufacturing manager 
of Curtis Wright division at Utica, 
asked that before his version of what

Killian said: "We were flying around 
8,500 feet between Phillpsburg and 
Bradford, Pa„, at 8*45 p.m* when I 
looked off td. the south and saw three 
bright whitish lights in a single 
horizontal line overhead* At first, 

I thought it was the belt of Orion 
(a group of stars in a constellation) 
but then I took a second look and saw 
both the belt and the foreign objects*

"All in all, the objects “.ravelled in 
our direction for about 4fj minutes," 
"During the time I kept watch on the 
radar screen but saw nothing on it* 

At one time I thought it night be a

PILOTS GALL AIR FORCE 3130ABCY ON 
FLYING- SAUCERS ^RIOICULOUS^ 

A group of more than 50 bop ooaruorol^i 
airline pllotB, all veterans of more 
than 15 years with tnalor companies, 
yesterday blasted as "bordering on the 
absolute ridiculous" the Air Force po- 
lloy of tight censorship, brush — off 
and denial In regard to UFO*a* 

One termed the Air Force policy "a 
lesson in lying, intrigue and the ’Big 
Brother’ attitude carried to the ulti¬ 
mate extreme.** 

Each of the pilots has sighted at 
least one UPO, the majority several* 

All have been Interrogated by the Air 
Force and most expressed disgust and 
frustrations at Air Force methods and 
conclusions. 

"We are ordered to report all UFO 
sightings," one said, "but when we do 
we are usually treated like Incompe¬ 
tents and told to keep, quiet." 

"Tills is no fun, especially after many 
hours of questioning—sometimes all 
night long. You're tired. You've Just 
come in from a gruelling flight, an¬ 
xious to get home to the wife and kida. 
But you make your report anyhow_and 
the Air Force tella you that the thing 
that paced your plane for 15 minutes 
wan a mirage or a bolt of lightning. 
Nuts to that, who needs it?" 

Another said that he was certain many 
pilots "forget" to report UFO sightings 
rather than undergo Air Force quisling 
and ridicule. He said ho is sure muoh 
valuable information is lost as a 
result. 

Although the pilots expressed them¬ 
selves freely, they aBked that their 
names be witheld because In most in¬ 
stances eumloyers had directed them, 
at Air Force insistence, to say nothing 
for publication 

The Star-Ledger has their names however 
and it was agreed that they oould bo 
released if and when the 'strict silen¬ 
ce' ban is lifted. 

One of the pilots was refused permis¬ 
sion by his company to appear on a re¬ 
cent nationwide telecast. Another wan 
ordered to "cease and desist" after 
he'd appeared on two recent network 
telecasts, with his companies express 
approval.

Eleven years ago in June 1947 the 
first flying saucer sighting was re¬ 
ported In the nation's newspapers and 
each succeeding year has been filled 
with hundreds of eye-witness reports. 
The evidence of the existence of 
U.F.O’s, or Flying Saucers or Space 
Ships whioh ever you wish to call 
then) is too great in its extent and 
validity to be merely laughed off as 
hallucinations* natural phenomenon or 
the pranks of Saucerian Religious 
SectSo" 

Hundreds of key-witnesses to these 
reports liave been men and women 
professional experience in either 
the Defence of our nation or in the 
major transportation systems of our 
country, such as civil defence and 
the air lines. Hundreds of sightings 
have been corroborated with radar, 
tracking the objects while inter¬ 
ceptors were sent in pursuit of them. 
Many pictures and movies have been 
taken of them throughout the world. 
Now I contend that if people respon¬ 
sible for the defence of our country 
are seeing pink elephants what chance 
do we have in case of aggression?

Scientists and aotronomars of con¬ 
siderable prestiga have sighted these 


objeots and own pictures io back their 
statements of the existence of Space 
ships. One engineer in particular Is 
Wilbur B. Smith, head of the Qaaadlar 
Department of Transport ard one-ti.it 
originator of Project Magr.et, believes 
these objeots to be intorjlanotary and 
controlled by Intelligent beings from 
other planets. 

The existence of spaceship s or flying 
saucers is above tho neces sity of 
proof, ten years of their recorded 
history should be enough to prove even 
to the strictest sceptic cf their ax- 
istance. What we have to ask and 
learn is why are they here ? Ask t ie 
so called experts who debvnk flying 
saucers why they are .afraid to ack¬ 
nowledge the existence of these 
space visitors. 

Maybe the "experts" are afraid the 
people will find "there are more 
things in heaven and earth than this 
world dreams of." If we all become 
experts of course, the "experts" will 
be out of a Job. 


MYSTERIOUS RED GLOBE SEEN IN B.C. 
^Idergrove, British Columbia. (C.P,) 

A woman said Wednesday she saw a-my »*- 
terlous red globe hovering near the 
ground when she looked out a window 
of her home a mile east of Aldergrov©. 
Mrs. O.B. Orwich said she watched the 
globe for 10 minutes during the night 
and that a bright flash lit up the sky 
as it began moving off slowly toward 
Vancouver, 40 miles wost. 

,Mrs• Orwich described the globe as be¬ 
ing about 30 foet in diameter and uai*- 
it appeared to be about 300 yards away 
and almost on the ground near Aberdeen* 
cemetery. 

"It looked like a large plastic bag 
with a bright red light inside," sig 
said. "The top was a little irregular 
but otherwise it was quite round, but 
looked slightly tilted." 

Several other persons in New Westminster 
and Vancouver also reported seeing 
either a bright object or a flash of 
light in the southeastern sky shortly 
before 2 a*m. Wednesday. Some estimat¬ 
ed it was at an altitude of at least
